1. The management of the water-supply system of each. of the 
manicipalities of Darjeeling and Kurseong shall vest in the Commissioners 
of the Municipality (hereinafter called “the Commissioners”), and the Com- 
missioners shall perform the duties prescribed in the following rules. 

2. The Commissioners shall be responsible for the proper application of 
the water-supply funds. It shall be their duty to take requisite steps to 
rectify defects in case they find that water-rates are irregularly collected in 
any instance, or are insufficient for carrying out the purposes of Part VII of 
the Bengal Municipal Act, 1884. 

§. ‘Lhe Commissioners shall frame the annual budget of income and 
expenditure on account of the water-works, and shall submit it to the 
Sanitary Engineer for any remarks he may consider necessary. The Sanitary 
Engineer shall return the budget with his remarks to the Chairman of the 
municipality. 

4. The Chairman of the municipality shall, at the end of each month, 

prepare a statement of the accounts of the water-supply funds, which he 
shall submit to the Commissioners, at their next meeting. 
5. The Commissioners at u meeting shall, every month, inquire into 
all matters connected with the water-supply of the municipality, aad 
examine and pass the accounts submitted under rule 4, and shall record that 
the accounts have been passed in the book of the minutes of the proceedings 
of the meeting.
